o f new departments and additional 


buildings. 


In one of the leading cities of 


Missouri there are two sisters who 


are said to have $700,000 between 


them. 
This sum they wish to de-^ 


vote to educational purposes. 
It is 


this money Dr. Harper has in view, 


and the only thing in the w a y of 


his plan to turn the cash into the 


coffers of the university is the de­ 


sire of the two would-be benefac­ 


tresses of education to invest their 


money in their o w n citv. 


W h ’at the names of these two sis­ 


ters is and 
where 
they 
live 
the 


president refuses 
to 
disclose, 
al­ 


though he confesses that they live 
in one of the largest cities in M i s ­ 
souri. 
W h e n 
asked if St. Louis 
was the city, 
he 
said ‘ * N o ,” 
and 
declined to be cjuestioned further. 
A l far as can be learned, the sis­ 
ters are 
unmarried and past 
the 
prime of life. 
It has been guessed 
that they live in Kansas C ity. 
T h e 
reason 
given b y 
Dr. Harper for 
their asking his co-operation in set­ 
tling upon a proper w a y to invest 
their wealth in education is that 
they did not k n o w anyone in their 
o w n town whom they care to in­ 
trust with the matter. 
T h e y want 
the Ch ic ago president to superin­ 
tend the expenditure, and he will 
probably do this, even if he cannot 
spend 
the money to improve and 
enlarge his own institution. 
It has been the hope of the presi­ 
dent 
for a long time to establish 
schools of medicine, music, 
law, 
art and technology on tiie campus. 
If the president gets the Missouri 
money it is hard to tell to wliat end 
he will devote it, but a school of 
technology or law seems the thost 
probable.

University is a monument 
to

prodigal expenditure of vast suiiis. 
Single giit.s of several millions have 
been bc.stowed upon it repeatedly. 


A t the twenty-first annual meeting 
of the university, held this month, 
a 
gift 
of 
$200,000 from 
J. 
D. 
Rockefeller 
was announced, rais­ 
ing 
the 
income 
for 
the year to 
$729,000. 
A university with 
$729,000 to 
spend in a single year should not 
talk about financial straits. 
Th at 
sum is about equal to the income 
combined of the twenty-eight col­ 
leges for men and eleven colleges 
for women in the state of Missouri. 
In 
1S95 
these 
thirty-nine educa­ 
tional institutions in IVl issoiiri re­ 
ceived for their year's work a total 
of $732,486, 
or 
within 
$j , 0 ( X ) of 
the one institution in Chicago. 
In 
the 
thirty-nine 
Missouri 
colleges 
2,945 students were taking tlie col­ 
legiate 
course. 
T h e 
number 
of 
students in the Chicago university 
is 1,200. 
In spite of its enprmous 
income, the condition of that uni­ 
versity is unsatisfactory. T h e pres­ 
ident said at 
the annual meeting 
January 4 : 
“ NIany students are 
literally starving. 
T h e university 
is turning out men of strong in­ 
telligence, but weak-bodied. Some 
of them are moral and intellectual 
dyspeptics.” . Tiie 
remedyt 
sug­ 
gested is cheap restaurants to en­ 
able 
students 
without 
means to 
take a d e g r e e “ 
It 
is 
exceedingly 
strange that 
two citizens of Missouri should se­ 
lect the 
Ch icago universiiv for a 
gift of $700,000. 
Its income now 
is 
over 
$600 
for 
each 
student. 
There are numerous educational in­ 
stitutions in Missouri far more de­ 
serving. 
and 
where 
the 
money 
would he of infinitelv more benefit. 
T h e addition of $700,000 to the re­ 
sources 
oi 
the 
State i.niversitv, 
Drury college or W'asliinglon 
uni­ 
versity would greatly broaden their 
work and be tenfold more useful to 
the 
cause 
of 
education 
than 
if 
poured into the congested college 
coffers at Chicago. 
T h e 
Chicago 
university rolls in 
supertluous and 
])oorly 
utilized 
millions, 
and 
to 
swell them from Missouri is in the 
nature of an eccentricity loo deep to 
fathom. 
A s long as .our 
thirty- 
nine colleges must exist on the in­ 
come already secured by

Kid’ * McCoy’ s Deposit Means 
He Wants to Fight. 


HOW HE WILL STACK UP. 


Harry M. Weldo n, o f the Chiciuiiati 
Enquirer, Sizes Up the New-» 
Ring : Aspirant. 


A n y time a fighter posts a rea­ 
sonable sum of money in support 
of his challenge he must be consid­ 
ered as honest in his endeavor to 
get on a match, writes Harry M. 
Weldon, 
sporting editor of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The fact that “ K id ” M cC oy has 
posted $5,000 with Sam Austin to 
back up his challenge to either Cor­ 
bett or Fitzsimmons shows that he 
is in earnest and not “ four-ilush- 
in g,” “ grand-standing,” nor look­ 
ing for newspaper boosts, as some 
of his maligners have charged him 
with doing. 
No matter what prompted him 
to post the $5,000, the fact that 
the money is up, waiting for eitlier 
of the “ b ig u n s” to cover it, stands 
as evidence of M c C o y ’s good faith. 
There is nothing that tells t4ie story 
as emphatically as the posting of 
money. 
It is the important end of 
the old slogan, “ Put up or shut 
u p .” 
A n d pray, w hy should jMcCoy 
be 
bluffing? 
I think 
he 
would 
have displayed 
better judgment 
had he waited a little longer be­ 
fore challenging the 
best in the 
business,but if he were to enter the 
ring tomorrow with eitlier Corbett 
or Fitzsimmons I would not be the 
least chary about his chances. 
AlcCoy, while he was here, S:aid 
to 
me: 
“ A n y 
time I 
make 
a 
match you can depend on it that 1 
will have a royal chance to win. 
I 
am worth a bet any time I go to 
the post, no matter who I am go­ 
ing against.” 
I believe the Hoosier youngster 
knows just what he is doing. 
I 
picked him to whip Creedon. 
I ’ll 
confess that 1 didn’t think he would 
win in the clean-cut and elTective 
style he did. 
Anybody who can 
whip a fighter of Creedon’s ability 
without taking a long breath or 
mussing his hair, as M cC oy did, 
has pretty nearly an even chance to 
whip anybody in the world. 
O f the two big fighters I believe 
AlcCoy would have a better cliance 
against Fitzsimmons than he would 
against Corbett. 
This is not in­ 
tended as a rellection on Fitzsim­ 
mons’ ability. 
On form I'itz has 
shown himself to be better than 
Corbett, but that does not signify 
that he would be harder game for 
the Dayton boy. 
Aly reason for saying AlcCoy 
would have a better chance with 
Fitz than with the Californian is 


prompted solely by the difference 
in the two big men’s style of fight­ 
ing. 
M cCoy, by his victory over 
Creedon, showed conclusively that 
he can figlit best against a fighter 
who will bring fight to him. 
Cree­ 
don is a rusher, and so is Fitzsim­ 
mons. 
Fitz is always the aggres­ 
sor. 
I have seen him in five of his 
big battles, and in all of them he 
was the pacemaker. 
He rarely ever goes back from 
an 
opponent. 
He 
always 
goes 
to him. 
This 
would 
suit 
M c­ 
Coy exactly. 
He 
is at his best 
when the other fighter is rushing. 
He is a wonderful “ blocker,” a 
fine clincher and his most effective 
blows are those he lands as iiis op­ 
ponent is coming to him. 
He is a 
splendid judge of distance, and he 
has the knack of getting all parts 
of his anatomy just out of range of 
a lead and recovering his balance 
in time to counter while his op­ 
ponent is toppling forward from 
the effect of his miss. 
Thus he 
gets double force to his blows. He 
catches “ the coon a-coming and 
a-going.” 
His own 
blow, com­ 
bined with the force of the other 
man’s forward movement, makes 
these blows count for a greatdeal. 
Fitz 
never 
hesitates. 
To 
his 
credit be it said that lie is not only 
a willing fighter when once in the 
ring, but a very fair fighter as well. 
I have never seen 
him break the 
rules. 
When he scores a knock­ 
down he never hovers over his op­ 
ponent to take advantage of him 
when he starts to get up. 
On the 
contrary, Fitz always goes back lo 
or 12 feet and does not renew lios- 
tilities until the other man lias had 
a chance to resume his fighting po­ 
sition. 
1 do not mean to be under­ 
stood as picking M cCoy as a cer­ 
tainty to whip Fitz. 
I simply say 
tliat if they were to fight tomor­ 
row that AlcCoy, in 
my estima­ 
tion, should not be much 
worse 
than an even chance. 
If thev were 
to fight a year from now 1 should 
select AicCoy as the favorite. Cor­ 
bett fights a great deal like Aic­ 
Coy. 
lie has the “ edging” and 
“ inching” backward style tliat is 
a 
feature of 
the Hoosier 
hoy's 
fighting. 
Corbett is not a rusher, 
but, like AlcCoy, depends a great 
deal on evasive tactics and to tempt 
the otiier man into leading. 
For 
that reason I believe he would be 
a harder man for M cCoy thanl'itz- 
simmons. 
1 have little idea that 
either Corbett or Fitzsimmons will 
fight AIcCov.
